OIL MUST BE CONSERVED 


Oil undoubtedly is the most vital munition of modern warfare. 
For that reason every gallon possible must be conserved and 
poured into the supreme war effort now being made by the 
Allied Nations. 


Electric Light and Power Companies often are among the 
largest consumers of fuel oil and, urgent as their need for oil 
may appear to be, their requirements may have to take a sec- 
ondary place in the needs of an all-out war effort. 


This Company has just been notified by the Fuel Controller 


that, because of the necessity for conserving oil as a munition 
of war, further drastic curtailment of fuel oil will go into effect 


at the Brentwood Bay steam plant immediately. 


This means that the electrical output of generating units at 
this plant will not be fully available during the very months the 
most reliance would have been placed upon them to help 
counteract the abnormally low water conditions—the lowest 
ever experienced—following the driest season on record on the 
Jordan River watershed. 


The receipt of this notification from the Fuel Controller has 
completely changed the immediate light and power situation 
throughout the territories served by this Company on Lower 
Vancouver Island. 


It means that, for the next few months, non-essential use of 
light and power must be cut down in order that essential war 
industries may continue fo be served. The needs of the War 
Effort must be held paramount over anything. 


Without going into detail at this time, | am now making a very 


earnest and serious appeal to all electric light and power con- 


sumers, domestic and commercial, to economize in every way 


possible in their use of electricity. 


Very fortunately the new, coal-fired generating unit at Brent- 
wood Bay is now in full operation. It will be of invaluable aid 
during the coming months and until such time as the first 
Autumn rains replenish the reservoirs at Jordan River. 


We who live in this favored part of the world have suffered 
little or no direct inconvenience as a result of the war, and if 
we have to be sparing in our use of electricity for two or three 
months, the resulting inconvenience will be as nothing to the 
issues at stake, or to the inconveniences and very: real hard- 
ships people-have-cheerfully endured in less favored localities. 
So, please co-operate in every way you possibly can.
